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A PORTRAIT DRAWING BY PIAZZETTA 


N artist of great importance in the development of Vene- 

tian painting is Giovanni Battista Piazzetta. His own 

vital painting maintained a balance between seventeenth- and 

eighteenth-century art and has preserved the best in both 
traditions. 

Piazzetta was born in Venice in 1682, and received his early 
instruction there, first in wood-carving from his father, and 
then in painting from Antonio Molinari. He next studied under 
the painter Giuseppe Maria Crespi at Bologna; here he came in 
contact with the works of the Carracci, Guercino, and other 
artists of the Bolognese School. Returning to Venice, where he 
spent the rest of his life, he studied to advantage the paintings 
of Strozzi, Feti, and Sebastiano Ricci; but the artist to exert 
the greatest influence on his style was Jan Lys, the Dutch 
painter who was established in Venice during the first quarter 
of the seventeenth century. 

As Piazzetta’s pictures reflect the best tendencies of eighteenth- 
century Baroque art, it is to be lamented that he left such a 
limited number of paintings.’ Fortunately, this deficiency is 
somewhat compensated for by a large output of drawings; and 
to these one may have recourse in many galleries. Claiming a 
prominent place among the genre piecesof Piazzettais the large 
group of life-size portrait busts of men, women, youths, and 
maidens, the drawings for which are the most widely dis- 
seminated and familiar of all his works. Five of these large por- 
trait drawings, comparable to several outstanding examples at 
the Accademia at Venice, were acquired for the Margaret 
Huntington Smith McCarthy Collection in 1931.” 

To this significant group a sixth portrait sketch by Piazzetta 
has been added, the gift of Italico Brass in 1933.° It is the bust

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of a young woman whose head is in profile and is turned to the 
left. A flower is fastened in her hair on the left side, and a 
gossamer scarf, hanging loosely from the back of her head, 
falls in simple folds over her shoulders; one end of the scarf is 
lightly held by her right hand. This beautifully modeled head 
is very close in type to the other one of a young woman by 
Piazzetta in the collection. It may well be drawn from the 
same model, although the difference in the hairdress and in the 
inclination of the head makes this somewhat difficult to deter- 
mine. 

The same structural solidity, sensitive drawing, careful execu- 
tion, and fine characterization which distinguish the earlier 
accessions are to be found in this simple impressive head. There 
is likewise a sure knowledge of structure in the expressive hand, 
which is drawn with a natural grace. Like the other Piazzetta 
heads in the collection, the recent drawing is sketched in with 
a black crayon and touched up with white chalk. The paper 
used is of a soft brown of the same shade, texture, and size as 
the sheets on which four of the other studies are drawn.

FOUR CHINESE PORCELAINS 


From time to time the Museum considers it advantageous to 
acquire Chinese ceramics which, though unimpressive with re- 
spect to size, are second to none on the basis of quality. Four 
such porcelains are reproduced in the present Bulletin. 

One of them, a dish’ of fine, whitish porcelain, is covered with 
a lustrous brown glaze, except for a raised design of dragons and 
clouds coated with yellow enamel and outlined with dark brown, 
almost black, lines. On the base is a transparent, bluish-white 
glaze, through which can be plainly seen a mark in blue char- 
acters. This mark assigns the vase to the reign of Chia Ching, 
A.D. 1522-1566, of the great Ming dynasty, A.D. 1368-1644, 
and there seems no reason to doubt its authenticity. The dish 
is unusual in several respects. In the first place, heavier pieces 
of coarser texture are associated with the period, though there 
is a large body of fine wares in existence. Secondly, the com- 
bination of brown and yellow unrelieved by other colors is un-

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common. And finally, the application to the design of yellow 
enamel, after the glaze had been applied to the remainder of the 
dish, was certainly nothing less than an experiment. That the 
result is satisfactory will be obvious to anyone seeing the piece 
on exhibition. 

Next is a bowl’ of a fine, white body engraved with flower 
sprays in aubergine, apple green, and white, set in a ground 
glaze of iridescent grass green. When seen in certain lights, the 
green glaze exhibits prismatic color effects of great beauty. On 
the base, under a transparent white glaze, is an illegible “shop 
mark” and a pair of concentric rings in blue. The absence of a 
date seal leaves one to conjecture that the piece was made early 
in the Ch’ing dynasty, A.D. 1644-1912, although some authori- 
ties have suggested late Ming attributions for similar bowls. 
Except for unobtrusive cracks on the rim, such as are common 
in pieces of this shape, the one under discussion is in perfect 
condition. 

Considerably more colorful is a large dish? of white porcelain 
bearing delicately incised dragons and clouds, covered arbi- 
trarily with pomegranates and flowers in San Ts’ai (Three Color) 
enamels, in this instance aubergine, green, and yellow. Over all 
is a transparent glaze. On the foot is the mark of the reign of 
K’ang Hsi, a.p. 1662-1722, beneath a transparent bluish-white 
glaze. There is a large group of these dishes, varying only 
slightly in decoration, and experts have differed as to the date 
of manufacture. Most are now agreed that they should be 
ascribed to the period implied by the date seal. From the point 
of view of a connoisseur of porcelain, this ascription is in itself 
sufficient praise, as the K’ang Hsi period has never been equaled 
in the fineness of its pastes and the intensity of its colors. 

The fourth and loveliest of the small group is a vase’ of white 
porcelain covered inside and at the mouth with a thick, unctu- 
ous, transparent glaze. The outside is coated with powder blue, 
which has been blown on through gauze. Over the blue are 
lotuses and a poem in gold. The base bears the K’ang Hsi mark 
and concentric blue rings. Powder blue is one of the most 
brilliant of all porcelain colors and, consequently, is apt to be

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more appealing in a small vessel than in a larger object. When 
a design in gold has been applied, the ultimate effect is usually, 
as in this instance, one of real beauty. The poem may be trans- 


lated: The ten /i' West Lake in May; 
A sky-blue vase catching dewdrops 
round as pearls. 


This form of parallelism is very common in Chinese poetry, 
and such a poem, of course, carries implications for a Chinese 
that an Occidental cannot even imagine. For example, a vase 
was first used to catch dew by Emperor Wu Ti of the Han 
dynasty, 206 B.C.-A.D. 220, because he hoped to gain im- 
mortality by drinking the contents. Even without grasping the 
various inferences, one can hardly fail to appreciate the poetic 
worth of the obvious suggestions. HOWARD C. HOLLIS
